attached for the two specials, let me know if you want something for 
the UBMP fragment. A few informational items: 


-Channel 292 uses the English pronunciation (except for a long "a" in 

Radio) for their IDs even in their full German language mode, probably 
for marketing and branding reasons. When I first began with them I did 
full Deutsch only to change later to conform with their usage. 


-On WBCQ, the half hour before Camp Constitution is still an available 
time slot. UBMP is an hour-long program, but I'm told that WBCQ 
frequently uses the first half of it as filler in lieu of board audio. 
It's not an official broadcast of UBMP, the full hour is Sundays right 
after Marion's Attic on 7490 kHz (2200-2300 UTC right now). If people 
are enjoying the half hour interlude in the meantime, works for 

me. 


The Sunday tx is not a good option on terrestrial where you live 
during the summer months but should become practical as winter 
approaches. Meanwhile you westerners have a special dispensation to 
enjoy the webcast while it's there :) I like the Marion's Attic - UBMP 
- Le Show sequencing too much to reschedule away from it. 


-For Channel 292, 6070 and 9670 are apparently both in long skip mode 
at night in Europe. When we scheduled the broadcast a couple of months 
ago we had reason to believe that long skip would not become an issue 
until October, obviously things turned out differently. 9670 even 
landed in New England, and there are quite a few reports of the 
special from Russia. 


- There will definitely be Thanksgiving and New Year's specials on 
WBCQ and probably a New Year's special on Radio Channel 292. We have 
already had some correspondence from listeners letting us know that 
they became interested in a new (for them) program or two by listening 
to these.

650, Sept 4 at 1200, Radio 65, XETNT Los Mochis, Sinaloa 
starting its morning news show with full ID from Grupo Chavez, fair 
signal; and weaker, QRMed 610 XEGS Guasave has just joined in // after 
separate music before the hour. Welcoming us to viernes, fin de 
semana. But first, some really frantic banda music to wake us up. 1207 
down to business with °‘avances de informacion’* = headlines, weather 
info, lack of lluvias, 1210 fading out. LSR here was 1206. Good to be 
hearing these again.

Original CP in August 1946 was for 840, but changed by November to 


780. In 1949, a Special Service Authorization to operate from 6 am to 
7:30 pm CST --- was denied. In 1950 they tried for dual-frequency 
operation, switching to 790 at night with 500 watts direxional, but 
that was dismissed. In 1953 applied to move to 1490 unlimited hours, 
but later withdrew. On 9-30-69 there was a telegram about a **PSA’* at 
250 watts to protect WBBM. Does that mean pre-sunrise, post-sunset, or 
both?? And is that the basis for starting by 6 am now? (Glenn Hauser, 
Enid, WOR)

Listed as 5 
channels of 3ABN stuff, 15 kW ERP from much further, the SE corner of 
OKC, near SE 95th and Bryant (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


xx PERU. 4940, UT Sept 7 circa 0135, remotes in S America are getting 
a JBA carrier but nothing more if it’s R. San Antonio or whatever had 


a good signal 24 hours before (Glenn Hauser, WOR) see UNIDENTIFIED 


xx PUERTO RICO. 389-MCW kHz, Sept 7 at 0611 UT, ND beacon DDP, 1000 
watts from San Juan - Dorado (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 9690, Fri Sept 4 at 2200 when REE should be in M/W/F 
English, only dead air of S9+10/20. Also open carrier on 11940. 2203 
checking at UTwente, 9690 open carrier with heavy ACI from 9685 
Chinese music; 11940 & 11670 & 12030 all with dead air except for some 
rapid clicking which is more audible on each if offtuned 1 or 2 kHz 
from center carriers ---- and not heard elsewhere on bands so I 
conclude that is coming out of the Noblejas transmitters rather than 
QRM or something local at the SDR.

I 
quickly check Rochester SDR and indeed 5 & 6 are off while 7 is still 
on. 


0023 says 6160 is back on, but not 5130 which has 15-year-old tubes 
needing replacing. May have to move all 5130 programming to 6160, 
which was retubed a year ago. PA final tubes can be very expensive, a 
TH576 for the 500 kW transmitter is available new from Thalés for 
$189K, as he just priced it; weighs 135 lb, more than Angela‘s 105, 
water-cooled. A rebuilt one would cost only $100K. Why charge so much? 
Not that complicated; because they can, as only source. For a 50 kW 
transmitter would cost only $10K, an ACX35000; or $6-7K rebuilt. 
Wishes someone would donate enough $$ to fix them up. 


Brother Stair provides some income, but *‘is not paying a quarter of 
what he should be’*, likewise other clients. 0029 into COVID-19; 0030 
interrupted by a call, tells them to call back in an hour. That was 
about his other business, antique auto sales; see the HCCA website for 
his items, Horseless Carriage Club of America. 


On to nutrition discussion, obesity adding risk for COVID-19; both A & 
A are thin; he eats some meat such as plain hamburgers, she does not. 
Both eat veggies and so should everyone so their shit is green. 0044 
caller from Toronto; 0046 finally reveals it’s 4th of September, YOOL 
2020 and now on 7490 & 6160. 0048 call from Philadelphia wondering if 
tubes are guaranteed, and for how long. 


0050 skims some Free Radio Weekly items just published including 
Nicaragua 8989 but not mentioning who reported it -- me. Resumes also 
mentioning FRSH, but balx at reading frequencies to 3 decimal places 
as I reported. 0057.5 mentions WHRI acquisition is still in transition 
period. Does not explain how he can pay $1.25 million for that yet 
can't afford new tubes for Classic WBCQ Monticello. Benedixion and off 
just in time for 0100 Hal Turner. Here’s John Carver's version: 


*“*Tonight's show started on time on 7490 and 5130. 6160 was carrying 
music. Allan and Angela in the studio. Allan opens with how much he 
loves looking at Angela. Then into news of a friend of everyone at the 
station who had fallen from a radio tower, not at WBCQ. Allan 
mentioned that he was in the process of rebuilding transmitter number 
one and had been for a month now. Allan announced that 6160 wasn't 


running and it was probably a computer problem. Then he announced that 
it was now up and running the program. Then stated that if any BLM 
group tried to shut down the station they would be met with guns. Back 
to his friend, he said it was a shame that he had to die when there 
were so many other people in this country that should die instead. 
Then a very mini rant about Biden, Pelosi, Cortez and a few others. 


At 0018, 5130 went down and I retuned to 7490 in time to hear Allan 
announce that both 5130 and 6160 had gone down hard. He put some music 
on and went out to see if he could get them going. Allan was back at 
0022 saying that 6160 was back up but 5130 was hopeless and probably 
needed to be retubed and that they may have to move 5130 programming 
to 6160. Said he would work on it late and make a decision then. He 
said all the tubes needed to be replaced and he was throwing around 
prices of a hundred thousand to a hundred and ninety thousand per 
tube. He mentioned that the programmers at the station should be 
paying three times more for airtime than they were now on the classic 
WBCQ.

Another phone call at 0048 asking for verification of the 
tube prices that Allan mentioned earlier and asked if the tubes 
included a warranty. 


Reading of emails at 0050 starting with a reading of the Free Radio 
Weekly. Third email was the newest version of the Free Radio Weekly 
and he read through that one also. Another mention about buying WHRI 
and how wonderful it would be and how important to preserve all these 
radio stations but no real information about it. Closing prayer at 
0058 and off the air at 0100. John, Mid-North Indiana’* (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR)

o yes, UB announces Timbuktu, Mali, so this is a bonus broadcast of 
UBMP, 25 hours after the original which I already heard Sunday at 
2200. This has happened before, but I don’t think UB has mentioned it, 
as cannot be relied upon. Sked shows Available Time Slot at 2300 
Mondays but for only a semihour, so did ‘Camp Constitution Radio-° 
interrupt it at 2330? Anyhow it’s back to Bill after 0000 UT Tuesday 
for FTIOM in its regular slot, by now VG S9/+10. 


(7490), UT Tue Sept 8 at 0213 tune-in to Uncle Bill's Labor Day 
special ‘WBCQ Works’ presenting his and other programs; for this at 
the computer I have switched to webcast, which lately has been 


slow-starting, but Larry has not terminated it yet. Now in *‘Old Time 
Religion’ * gospel tune with parody lyrix, but I could not understand 
the new title. Then some Weird Al, **‘Dog Eat Dog**; 0223 over to Sir 
Jack Scratchy of “Behaviour Night’; 0234 ‘Lost Discs Radio Show’. Each 
plugs WBCQ and the times their shows are mainly heard. 0245 
cosmikdebris reverb and Jane but I don’t hear a program name, 0258 UB 
wrapping up offering special eQSL for reports to a gmail address I 
missed. There will be another one of these around Thanksgiving (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) WBCQ Worx special: see GERMANY [and non] 


xx US A. 5085, UT Sun Sept 6 at 0023, TONITO has just started on 
WTWW-2 so I switch immediately to its $tereo webcast: starts playing

Robberts, i.e. same as WMQM and WWCR! There is streaming link:

xx US A. 730, Sept 5 at 0450 UT, silly baseball game, mentions Dodger 


Stadium more than once, poor signal vs QRM partly Spanish. 24 hours ago 
on 730 I was getting Brother Scare which turned out to be KQPN Arkansas, 
diverging from its nominal format of Yahoo Sports Radio --- but that’s 
too far from LA to care about the Dodgers. 


I consult the Sports Radio listings in IRCA DX Monitor June 27, to find 
no 730s even circumCalifornia on the Dodger network. Any radio roster on 
the Dodgers website is well-hidden, but what team are they playing so 
late tonight? Colorado Rockies, and they xdox have a 730, KLOE Goodland 
KS, one of our closest 730s, so that makes sense; it’s 292 miles vs 257 
from KKDA TX Korean. However, NRC AM Log shows KLOE as U1 1000/20 watts, 
wow! What do you bet it’s on day power. BTW, address for it is in nearby 
Colby. See also 850: KOA (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 850, Sept 5 at 0454 UT, KOA Denver, silly baseball game with 
xlotsx of dead air --- no cheering crowd to fill the void, as the PBP 
announcer just says nothing for up to 20 seconds, yawn; however there is 
a trace of some kind of pulsing noise. So strong it’s QRMing 840. This 
would be Colorado Rockies game vs Dodgers, axually same one I had just 
heard on 730, but could not tell if same feed (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 850, Sept 6 at 0648 UT, KOA Denver seems off! Something JBA 
but no comparison to 860 KKOW or 840 WHAS; quite a contrast to 24 
hours ago when KOA was blasting in with a Dodgers/Rockies SBBG; and 
another one was scheduled for tonight. Unseems auroral conditions 
where WCCO 830 is most obviously weakened; but 1160 KSL also from the 
NW is only poor (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 850, Sept 8 at 0636 UT, NO KOA, like night before last 
around this time, leaving only something very weak on frequency. 
I’ve seen no other reports of this, not even from Colorado. Perhaps 
it’s reduced power so Aurorans would still hear it? Perhaps2 they've 
been off the air only after midnight for maintenance? Indeed, it’s 
on with usual blasting signal, UT Sept 9 at 0132 check with silly 
ballgame. If we could get rid of all this storm noise, would be a 
golden DX opportunity opening up 850 for DX. Will this continue? 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 850, Sept 9 at 0629 UT, KOA Denver is on tonight in C2CAM 
break. I notified NRC and IRCA that it seemed off the night before, 
Sept 8 and also Sept 6; Paul Walker, Laramie WY, replied, 


““No Glenn, incorrect. KOA has not been off at all and has been 
operating as normal during the times you mention, according to a KOA 
engineer I spoke to. AM conditions up here have been interesting 
lately. I've had a few stations that should be strong be pretty weak 
and I've heard stations I don't normally hear being present.*° 


I’m still not convinced; tho it is hard to prove a negative. ND 50 kW 
KOA at under 500 miles is totally dominant here, yet I heard no trace 
of it, when conditions were ‘normal’ as far as I could tell --- 
certainly no auroral blackout (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 1147, 1157, 1173, 1183 kHz, Sept 4 at 0437, heavy IBOC noise 
peaks as KSL 1160 SLC and KFAQ 1170 Tulsa fight it out. I daresay 
nowhere else among the ‘clear’ channels audible here is there any such 
crap remaining (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 1370, still no sign of KGNO Dodge City KS. I need a better 
excuse to drive all the way to DC to investigate. 


Following up: consulting Tim Hall*s Final Report of last October's 
Border Inn NV/UT DXpedition, I see among hundreds of logs including 


several on 1370, there is none of KGNO, so I wrote him, *‘I was 
looking to see whether you got KGNO Dodge City KS, which I suspect of 
being secretly off the air.’* Tim replies: 


*““KGNO was a regular catch at this location until at least 3 or 4 
years ago (I don't recall exactly), but I haven't had a trace of them 
since, despite the fact that the channel is less crowded after some of 
the Mexican stations went off. I also suspect KGNO is off... or maybe 
just in extreme disrepair? Same with KLEY-1130, a station whose 
travails you have documented in recent years. I think the same can be 
said for some of the HPRN stations in Texas/Oklahoma/New Mexico. 
[High Plains Radio Network] has been consolidating operations for 
several years now, running the same programming on groups of 2 or 3 
stations that used to have their own formats and staffs. I've been 
especially suspicious of KICA-980 [Clovis NM], which I have never 
heard, even on optimal sunset/sunrise dates/times, and even when 
KCLV-1240 and KSEL-1450 [Portales NM] have been nightly catches. Also 
in last October's recordings, I had no trace of KVOP-1090 [Plainview 
TX] at all, and they are usually a bit of a pest on several wires. 
HPRN has almost no web presence at this point, just a basic skeleton 
of a web site for all of their stations on one page. In contrast to 
the general state of HPRN stations, little KTAT-1570 [Frederick OK, 
eluding gh] was a nightly catch this year. They didn't put as big a 
dent in XERF as little KDDD-800 [Dumas TX] puts in XEROK, but there 
were several clear IDs audible in my recordings.*’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 11835, Sept 5 at 0445, JBA carrier from R. Vanuatu x 3, 
qualifying as OSOB and therefore the SSOB! (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx VIETNAM [non]. 7315, Sept 7 at 0102, no signal from VOV via WHRI; 
possibly a problem delay in making beam change between Spanish and 
Vietnamese, but did not get around to rechecking whether it ever 


appeared (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx VIETNAM [non]. 7315, Sept 8 at 0015, 0033 chex, VOV is still 
missing from WHRI relay when it should be in English, Spanish, so has 
it been totally canceled? WHRI itself is still programming on 5920 at 
0022; and by 0212 on 7315. I want to see what program sked now shows, 
https: //familybroadcastingcorporation.com/whr/ 

but website won't display them any more, unless I am being misdirected 
to wrong pages, where you may only search schedules if you enter all 
the data correctly --- but they go nowhere. The streaming page of 
Angels 1, 2 and 6 is also dead. Maybe they are winding down for the 
big sale to WBCQ? 


This page displays the new VOV logo! Yet schedule info is dated 2013! 
It also says VOV was founded on Sept 7, 1945, so happy anniversary!

Nothing found there about WHRI or not (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx VIETNAM [and non]. My observations last few days of VOV missing 
from WHRI 7315 relays including English at 0000 --- nor any Spanish at 
Q046 Sept 9 --- are now explained by Jeff White on this week's AWR 
Wavescan, after quoting one of my previous logs of it wondering 
whether that would continue under WBCQ ownership: 


“‘We have information that Voice of Vietnam relays from South 
Carolina, WHRI are going to be discontinued, most likely, as the 
station is planning to probably eliminate its shortwave broadcasts 
altogether, and it may do shortwave [sic] broadcasts to the United 
States via some local AM and FM stations’ °

At 0120 I check my own R75 reception on 4940: JBA carrier, but the 
intermittent carrier on 4941 is stronger. At 0136, Bonaire in synch 
mode tuned to 4940.00 says its carrier -1.6 Hz, and steady. At 0142 
het cuts on again as Lecciones show is terminating; music break; 0146 
bible verse about Jeova, another song. 0152 intros a 20-minute 
program. I suspend for a while at 0200-0300 in order to hear ‘Weekend 
Radio’ on WCLV webcast. 0300 recheck, 4940 is still S9 at Bonaire with 
a song. 0325 I check again here, and now it’s JBA talk at S$9/+10 vs 
HSNL. Recheck Bonaire at 0345, now it’s JBA there, so much weaker it 
should be some other station after sign-off, but none are known.

6010 and Alcaravan Radio 5910, but which are still slated for revival, 
and in fact 6010 as Alcaravan was heard for one? night only as I 
reported, last March 10 UT. No report of either frequency since. 
Rafael Rodriguez had some contact with the stations as QSL manager. 


However, Radio San Antonio, Ucayali, Peru has been reported recently 
active on 4940, so tentatively that is what we are getting now, not 
Colombia:

It didn’t seem 
overtly religious in nature and the Latin rhythms heard later weren't 
reminiscent of an evangelical broadcaster to my ears anyway.

Mailing addresses in Costa Rica and Bolivia are given. Interestingly 
my reception here in northen NZ was better than what I could find from 
Kiwi SDRs in Bonaire, Colombia and Chile.

But over to YL plugging 
the Lamontanacolombia.com website again, some credits, and then starts 
narrating “Capitulo 12° of something, mentioning **Narnia’* several 
times; hmmm? Back on at 0346; still going with dialog. Enough for now, 


but it might keep going late into the night or all-night. 


See my previous discussion under PERU or unID: it could be Christian 
station Radio San Antonio, Peru, or something new established by 
Ethnic Radio to evangelize natives in Colombia, Venezuela; but all in 
Spanish so far, testing? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
